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The  tone  of  the  speech  made  by  the 
minister  of  finance  on  the  4th  instant  is  cer- 
tainiy  far  from  assuring.  He  takes  care  to 
place  the  financial  difficulties  of  the  country 
fairly  before  the  Senate,  and  then  demands 
new  taxes  to  balance  the  budget.  If  these 
be  not  granted,  he  threatens  to  diminish 
the  legal  par  of  the  currency.  This  may 
appear  to  be  a  simple  remedy,  but  it  can 
not  be  unknown  to  Minister  Eelisario  that 
it  will  be  a  virtual  act  of  repudiation.  Sup- 
pose this  par  of  exchange  were  reduced  to 
24  pence,  what  would  be  the  result.''  Every 
currency  payment  for  remission  abroad 
would  suffer  a  loss  of  over  11  per  cent, 
unless  all  existing  debts  and  contracts  are 
expressly  excepted.  All  guarantees  of  in- 
terest and  payments  on  contracts  expressed 
in  currency,  unless  excepted,  would  sutler 
a  like  reduction.  If  all  these  be  expressly 
excepted,  then  where  is  the  Treasury  to 
gain  in  the  operation.^  Evidently  the 
minister  is  not  contemplating  exceptions, 
but  is  seeking  immediate  relief  for  his  fin- 
ancial necessities.  It  is  evident  that  he  lias 
not  carefully  considered  all  the  dangers  into 
which  sucli  a  step  would  lead,  and  we 
doubt  whether  he  would  care  to  face  the 
indignation  and  the  complications  which 
would  arise.  Bad  as  a  further  issue  of 
paper  would  be,  it  would  be  nothing  com- 
pared with  this  aheiation  of  the  standard  of 
values.  And  whatever  relief,  if  any,  might 
be  secured  for  the  moment,  its  ultimate 
consequences  would  be  disastrous  in  the 
extreme.  Such  a  reduction  wil]  not  aff'ect 
the  foreign  debt,  nor  the  gold  obligations 
of  the  Treasury,  but  it  will  diminish  still 
further  the  value  of  the  currency  in  which 
the  taxes  are  paid  and  thus  render  necessary 
a  larger  sum  in  this  currency  to  meet  these 
obligations.  There  are  other  ways  out  of 
the  difficulty,  and  we  trust  tjial  Minister 
Belisario  will  still  find  the  right  one. 


by  the  officials — in  the  locks.  Who  the 
thieves  are,  Iiow  they  got  in  and  out  of  the 
building,  and  how  they  obtained  exact 
duplicates  of  the  keys  to  the  safe,  no  one 
appears  to  know.  And  yet,  the  robbery 
was  apparently  committed  sometime  between 
the  evening  of  the  6th  and  the  morning  of 
the  9th,  and  the  thieves  got  away  with  their 
booty— which  must  liave  made  two  or  three 
large  parcels— without  attracting  ihe  slight- 
est attention.  The  afTair  seems  to  have 
been  most  cleverly  planned,  and  then  carried 
out  neatly  and  successfully  duriiio;  the  two 
holidays  of  the  7th  and  8th.  In  fact,  so 
slight  a  trace  remains  of  the  persons  who 
effected  the  robbery,  so  accurate  was  their 
knowledge  of  the  place  and  its  valuables, 
and  so  well  were  they  provided  with  du- 
plicate keys  and  all  needful  facilities  for 
getting  in  and  getting  out  unobserved,  that 
we  very  much  doubt  whether  it  really  was 
a  burglary.  It  will  be  remembered  that  a 
similar  exploit  occurred  in  Porto  Alegre  just 
one  year  ago,  and  we  need  not  remind  our 
readers  that  defalcations  have  been  alarm- 
ingly frequent  of  late  years,  We  do  not 
like  to  say  that  this  Pernambuco  burglary 
is  simply  a  "blind"  to  cover  a  defalcation, 
for  that  would  be  a  rash  conjecture  on  our 
part,  but  until  some  reasonable  piool  is 
shown  tu  the  contrary  we  shall  be  unable  to 
get  rid  of  some  very  well-founded  doubts 
as  to  its  being  the  work  of  professional 
burglars. 


Whkn  the  doors  of  the  national  sub- 
treasur)-at  Pernambuco  were  opened  on  the 
morning  of  the  9th  instant,  it  was  found 
that  the  .safe  had  been  opened  and  rob- 
bed by  some  persons  unknown.  The  loss 
amounts  to  nearly  800,000$,  of  which  a 
considerable  amount  was  in  coin.  There 
were  three  doors  to  pass,  with  a  sentinel  at 
each,  but  the  thieves  seem  to  have  accom- 
plished that  feat  most  successfully.  And 
then,  to  avert  suspicion  from  the  employes 
o(  the  treasury,  they  very  considerately  left 
the  false  keys— duplicates  of  those  possessed 


The  news  of  this  successful  ".steal"  in 
Pernambuco,  taken  in  connection  with  the 
constantly  recurring  thefts  and  defalcations 
in  all  parts  of  the  empire,  ought  tu  arou.se 
the  anxious  attention  of  honest  men  to 
the  character  and  enforcement  of  the  laws 
touching  such  crimes.  There  is^  unhap- 
pilj',  no  avoiding  the  conclusion  that  crimes 
of  this  character  are  on  the  increase,  the 
great  majority  of  which  go  unpunished. 
The  petty  defalcations  that  are  reported 
from  al!  parts  of  the  country  are  so  num- 
erous and  frequent  that  one  can  not  help 
wondering  whether  Brazil  really  has  a  law 
to  repress  and  punish  the  criminals.  And 
as  for  the  larger  defalcations,  the  facility 
with  which  the  defaulters  escape  punish- 
ment even  when  caught,  compels  the  belief 
that  the  laws  of  Brazil  du  not  consider 
thefts,  embezzlements  and  breaches  of  trust 
as  crimes,  but  as  petty  ofl"enses  which  mav 
be  compromised  by  the  parties  concerned, 
Some  two  or  three  years  ago  a  large  defjlca- 
tion  was  detected  in  the  sinking  fund  de- 
partment, and  the  defaulter  was  caught 
before  he  ctuild  get  away.  Instead  of 
prosecuting  him  as  a  criminal,  the  govern- 
ment entered  into  negotiation  with  his 
sureties  and  friends  for  the  restitution  of  the 
amount  .stolen,  and  when  this  was  done  the 
thief  was  promptly  set  at  liberty.  A  similar 
crime  in  the  Rio  Grande  postullice  a  year 
or  so  ago  was  settled  in  precisely  the  same 
way,  the  defaulter  being  treated  by  the 
public  as  a  hero  rather  than  as  a  criminal. 
In  every  cast  which  has  come  under  our 
notice,  the  return  of  the  money  stolen  has 
been  accepted  as  full  satisfaction  for  the 
crime  committed.  In  the  case  of  the  Banco 
do  Brazil  defalcation  some  two  or  three 
years  ago,  when  the  defaulter  was  captured 
and  imprisoned  in  New  York,  ths;  sole  aim 
of  the  bank  directors  was  not  to  tiring  him 
back  for  prosecution,  but  to  exert  pre.'^sure 
on  him  and  his  friends  to  enforce  a  restora- 
tion of  the  money.  Defalcation  appears  to 
be  no  crime  against  society  in  which  the 
public  have  an  interest,  but  an  offence 
against  individuals,  or  corporations,  which 
may  be  condoned  without  the  intervention 
of  the  law.  And  in  cases  where  restitution 
is  out  of  the  question,  as  that  of  the  English 
Bank  defalcation  now  under  investigation, 
the  matter  is  treated  more  as  a  civil  action 
between    private   parties   than    as   a   crime  I 


against  society.     In  this  case  the  bank  ia 
compelled   to    prosecute,    and    its    share- 
holders and  managers  are  treated  as  interest- 
ed, and  therefore  suspected,  parties  whose 
testimony  can  not    he   accepted.     One    of 
the  auditors  who   was   present  wlien    the 
defalcation  was  discovered,  who  investigated 
the  matter  and  verified  the  amount  of  the 
loss,   is  the  BarSo   de  S.  Francisco,  an  old 
merchant  of  this  city,  and  a  gentleman  of 
unblemished    character    and    high     .social 
standing.     No  one  would  dream  of  ques- 
tioning his  word, nor  of  doubting  the  honesty 
and  purity  of  his  motives,  even  where  his 
own  private   interests  are  concerned.     The 
BarAo  de  S.    Francisco,  however,  happens 
to   be  a   shareholder  in  the  English  Bank, 
and   his  testimony  is  therefore  thrown  out 
as  interested  and   suspected.     Such  a  pro- 
ceeding  is  simply  a  travesty   of  justice,  an 
iilogicai    and    unwarranted    protection    of 
crime.     A   court  or  a  jury  ought  to  be  able 
to  determine  whether  a  man's  testimony  is 
biased  by  his  private  interests,  or  prejudices, 
and  make  all  due  allowance,    but  no  tes- 
timony   bearing   on    the    case    should    be 
excluded.     There  is  probably  not  a  jutlge 
nor   a  juryman    in    ihi.s    city    who    would 
question  the  word  of  this  gentleman,  and 
yet  through  an  ill-considered  and  mischie- 
vous provision   of  law  his  important  testi- 
mony is  excluded.      And  with  what  result.' 
Simply    this ;— the     laws    and    the    courts 
conspire    to   protect    the   criminal    and    to 
shield    him    from    the  consequences  of  his 
crime.     There    is   no   other   possible    con- 
clusion.    Tlie    crime    was  committed   and 
the  evidence  against  this  man  is'conclusive. 
He  does  not  deny  the  crime.      Ami  yet  the 
whole  machinery  of  justice  is  used  to  protect 
him  and  to  prevent  his  punishment.     After 
he    had    disappeared    and  before   his  crime 
was   even    suspected,    his    cash     box    was 
broken  open  in  order  to  permit  the  auditors 
to   verify   the  cash,   and   because    this   was 
thoughtlessly  done  without   calling  in    the 
police  the   manager  uf  the  bank  is  actually 
more  censured   to-day  than  the  liefaulter. 
In    view    of  these    instances  of  condoning 
crime  and  protecting  criminals,  which  illus- 
trate common  practices  all  over  the  country, 
the  question  may  be  asked  with  all  serious- 
ness:    Is   it  n(]t  full    time  for  a   reform  in 
Brazilian  criminal    iaw.^     ,\s    long   as  de- 
faulters  can  escape  with  such  iTiijJuniiy,  no 
one   is  safe.     The  public  treasuries  will  be 
sacked    and    private  corporations    j>illaged. 
And   with   such  examples  of  great    crimes 
unpunished   before  tlieir  eyes,  the  people  of 
Brazil   will  soon   cunie  to   feel   that  honest 
manual    labor  is  the   only  crime  which   a 
quibbling,  hair-splitting  code   of  laws  does 
not  protect. 

Just  as  we  are  going  to  press  we  have  had 
a  called-in  10$  note — "No.  072,623,  Serie 
C"— placed  in  our  hands  which,  although 
duly  cancelled,  has  again  found  its  way 
into  circulation.  The  cancellation  is  some- 
what faint  and  would  pass  detection  in  a 
large  package  of  notes.  Of  course  this 
note  never  found  its  way  into  circulation 
honestlv. 


At  the  conclusion  of  the  ct.-rL-inunv  of 
conferring  letters  of  liberty  on  some  sixty 
slaves  at  the  municipal  hall  on  the  7th 
instant,  the  Emperor  is  credited  with  two 
words  of  encouragement,  which  reflect 
more  credit  on  His  Majesty's  heart  than  on 
his  liead.  First  addressing  the  aldermen, 
he  said:  mio  esmore^am,  literally  "don't 
despond;"  and  then  on  leaving  the  room 
he  added  .simply,  prosi^am.  "continue." 
We  can  not  entertain  the  slightest  doubt  as 
to  the  pleasure  which  His  Majesty  derives 
from  these  s^iectacles  of  conferring  liberty 
on  slaves,  nor  can  we  believe  that  he  wuuld 
not  experience  profound  satisfaction  at  the 
immediate  total  extinction  of  the  institution 


of  slavery  itself.     But  all  this,  we  submit, 
is  totally  inadequate  to  meet  the  vital  Issues 
of  this  question.     If  His  Majesty  were  to 
spill  a  peck  of  sand  on  the  fluor  and  had  to 
clean  it  all  up,  we  doubt  very  much  whether 
he   would  content   himself  with    picking  it 
up  grain  by  grain,  and  were  we  to  try  a 
"HU£7  esmore^am"   on    him    during   such   a 
task  we  doubt  very  much  whether  he  would 
consider  it  the  proper   kind  of  encourage- 
ment to  offer.     And  after  he  had  gathered 
up  some   three  or  four  hundred    grains, 
suppose  we  were  to  try  a  little  more  en- 
couragement of  the  same   kind,    by  telling 
him  to   "continue".?     His  Majesty  would 
unquestionably  feel  that  he  had  an  endless 
job   on  hand,  and   that  his   friends   were 
playing  a  sorry  joke  on  him  by  advising 
not  to  despond  and  to  continue  the  infin- 
itely petty  task  of  picking  up  a  peck  of 
sand  grain  by  grain.    Now,  Brazil  has  about 
a   million   of  slaves  and   the  country  has 
undertaken   to  liberate   them  in  very  much 
the  same  way.     Man  by  man,  the  libera- 
tion of  such  a  number  is  a  gigantic  task 
and  in  some  respects  an  endless  one,  for 
death  will  break   their  bonds  long  before 
this  halting,  snail-paced  process  can  reach 
them.     It   is  very  much  like  the   task    of 
picking  up  a  peck  of  sand  grain  by  grain, 
and  just   about  as  sensible.     And  it  is  not 
only  a  waste  o(  time,   but  it  is  a  needless 
waste    of   effort  anil   capital,    a   task  whose 
cost  is  immeasurably  increased  by  the  time 
consumed  in  carrying  it  out,  and  the  arrest- 
ed  development  uf  the  country.      And  not- 
wiUisUinding  all   this.  His  Majesty  has  no 
better  encouragement  to  ofier  than  "don't 
despond  !"     We  understand,  of  course,  that 
these  words  were  adtiressed  to  th^  aldermen 
of  this  city,  and   refer  specifically  to   the 
effort  to  emancipate   the  slaves   within   its 
limits.     But  in  this  respect  there   is  even 
less  occasion  for  it  than  in  the  other.     This 
city  has  a  slave  population  of  about  40,000, 
which   implies  a  task  for  emancipation   of 
no  slight  magnitude.     But  lliere  is  not  one 
single  obstacle  to  the  importation  of  40,000 
or   ioo.ooo  more,  and  the  general  govern- 
ment has  refused    to   permit  the  municipal 
council  to  enact  a  pruhihiiion  to  that  effect, 
There   is   not  a  single  legal  obstacle  to  the 
iinporiaiion  of  two  slaves  for  tlie  liljenition 
of  every  one  by  the  municipal  .sub.-^cription 
fund,  nor  is  there  anything  to  prevent  such 
importation    as    long   as   slavery    exists   in 
Brazil.     Practically  speaking,  the  municipal 
council  have  not  only  undertaken  to  em- 
ancipate al!  the  slaves  in  the  capital,  but  al! 
the  slaves  in   Brazil  whose  masters  may  see 
fit   to   bring   them    to  this  market.     Had  a 
prohibition   been   put  upon  ihe  importation 
of  slaves   into   the  municljiality  at  the  time 
this  emancipation   movement   was  inaugur- 
ated, then    the   task  undertaken  would  have 
been  definite  and  reasonable.     But  for  this 
city  lo    undertake   the   liberation  of  an  in- 
definite  number  of  slaves,  is  one   of  the 
crowning  follies  of  one  of  the  most  Quixotic 
enterprises  into  which  an  intelligent  people 
ever  entered. 


On  January  30th.  1877,  a  five  years' 
contract  was  celebrated  between  the  imperial 
government  and  Mr.  Joseph  Hancox  (or  the 
rain  water  drainage  of  this  city,  the  plans 
and  specifications  fiir  the  same  to  be  fur- 
nished by  the  government.  Soon  after 
these  works  were  begun  the  municipal 
council  of  the  city  passed  an  ordinance 
forbidding  alt  street  excavations  within  the 
city  limits  from  the  beginning  of  December 
to  the  end  of  March,  which  prohibition 
resulted  most  prejudicially  to  the  contractor 
who  was  thus  compelled  to  suspend  all 
work  for  one-third  of  the  year.  Another 
obsbxcle  encountered  was  tlie  failure  of  the 
government  engineers  to  furnish  the  plans 
and  specifications  promptly.  At  the  term- 
ination of  the  five  years  the  works  were  far 
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from  finished,  and  even  then  Ihe  plans  had 
not  all  been   handed  in.     The  contractor 
had  a  large  quantity  of  material  on  hand, 
and  the  paj'ments  due  him  fiir  the  work  fin- 
ished and. accepted  were  months  in  arrears. 
Being  tlioroughly  tired  of  the  delays  and 
annoyances  connected  with  the   work,  lie 
then  proposed  to  have  the  government  take 
over  the  material  on  hand  and  release  him 
from  the  execution  of  the  contract.    Tecli- 
nically  he  was  then  free  from  all  obligations 
under  this  contract,  as  the  time  for  its  execu- 
tion   had    expired,    and    the   government 
alone  had  failed  to  meet  its  requirements. 
Practically,   however,   he  was  not  free  to 
withdraw,  because  of  his  stores  of  material 
for  the  work  and  his  surety  deposit  in  the 
national  treasury.     Alter  much  negotiation 
and  delay  they  entered  into  a  new  contract 
lor    the    completion  of  the  works,  to  which 
were  added  certain   works  in  the  suburbs 
not  specified   in   the    original   agreement. 
Under  this  contract  Mr.  Hancox  has  been 
pushing  the   works  as  rapidly  as  possible, 
and  in  strict  accordance  with  the  plans  and 
instructions  ol  the  government  engineers. 
It   appears,    however,    tliat   the    authorities 
have  not  been  working  on  a  definite,  well- 
matured    plan,    and    the    result   is  that  the 
drains  have  been  put  down  here  and  there 
by    piecemeal    so   that  now,  ivlien  it  is  dis- 
covered  that  the  the  original  appropriation 
is  eshausleil,  the  originally  specified  works 
for  the   city    proper    stand    uncompleted. 
And  the  consequence  is  that  an  order  to  sus- 
pend work  was  issued  a  few  days  ago,  and  the 
minister  declines  to  ask  an  appropriation  to 
finish  the  contract      'I'lie  government  does 
not    seem   to    understand    that    tliis   is 
arbitrary  breach  of  a  contract,  under  which 
the  contractor  has   accumulated   materials 
for    the    completion    of   certain    specified 
works,  nor   does  it  seem  to  see   that  these 
delays    are    compelling    Mr,     Hancox    to 
incur  expenses  with  stafi*  and  material  which 
are  clearly  unjust.     If  the  government  does 
not  propose   to  complete   these    specified 
works,  then   it  is  under  every  obligation  to 
lake   over   the    contractor's  stores    and    to 
indemnify  him  for  his  losses,     ll.  however, 
the   works  are  to   be  finished,  then   there 
should  be  an  end  to  these  expensive  delays. 


mere  dust-throwing.  Then  there  are  the 
other  questions  connected  with  the  suspen- 
sion of  the  D.  Pedro  I  railway,  and  of  the 
Hancox  contract,  and  the  many  other 
enterprises  which  are  now  awaiting  setde- 
ment.  The  economies  required  may  be 
made  in  the  suspension  of  the  state  railway 
extensions,  the  great  sanitary  works  job 
now  advocated,  the  useless  expenditures  on 
immigration,  and  in  the  salaries  paid  to 
officials  who  render  little  or  no  service  to 
the  state.  Then  too,  a  litde  dioughtful 
attention  should  be  given  to  the  opinion  of 
foreign  contractors  and  companies  which 
appears  to  be  held  at  the  department  of 
riculture.  It  is  claimed  that  the  grantees 
ol  railways  enjoy  so  many  opportunities  for 
altering  documents  relating  to  expenditures 
that  the  government  can  not  properly  fis- 
calize  them.  This  is  a  very  serious  charge 
to  be  made  in  a  public  report.  When  it  is 
considered  how  many  different  companies 
and  capitalists  are  interested  in  Brazilian 
enterprises,  and  how  niany  of  them  are  of 
unquestioned  integrity,  it  becomes  evident 
that  the  minister  is  condemning  all  for  the 
faults  of  the  lew.  And  if  a  few  speculators 
have  secured  some  of  these  concessions, 
whose  fault  is  it .'  Every  one  knows  some- 
thing of  the  history  of  these  concessions, 
how  they  were  first  grjnted  to  Brazilians, 
and  then  how  they  were  hurried  upon  the 
London  market  until  they  could  not  even 
be  given  away.  And  when  Brazilians  were 
able  to  realize  such  sums  as  that  obtained 
by  Gen.  Couto  MagalhSes  lor  the  Rio  and 
Minas  concession — which  is  said  to  have 
been  /ioo,ooo— then  diere  are  other  good 
causes  for  complaint  besides  those  now 
indulged  in  at  the  department  of  agricul- 
ture.

This  question  of  contracts  between  the 
government  and  individuals  is  becoming 
one  of  grave  importance,  for  it  is  not  only 
occasioning  frequent  and  unjustifiable  losses 
to  private  parties  but  it  is  seriously  injuring 
the  credit  of  the  nation.  When  a  govern- 
ment has  reached  a  point  where  its  London 
bankers  are  compelled  to  write  warning 
letters  anil  the  representative  of  a  foreign 
government  is  compelled  to  ask  for  the 
satisfaction  of  a  formal,  imperial  agreement, 
then  it  is  certainly  full  time  to  slop.  We 
are  well  aware  that  expenditures  have  far 
outstripped  receipts,  and  that  the  revenues 
of  the  treasury  are  totally  inadequate  to 
meet  its  obligations,  but  this  is  no  excuse 
whatever  for  the  breaking  of  contracls. 
Economies  are  urgently  necessary,  of  course; 
but  let  them  be  in  undertakings  not  covered 
by  contracts.  The  government  formally 
agreed  to  pay  Messrs.  Waring  Brothers 
/^■jo,QCO  for  the  recision  of  a  railway  con- 
tract. We  agree  that  the  amount  is  too 
large,  but  the  minister  was  fully  empowered 
to  come  to  an  agreement  on  that  point, 
which  was  to  the  effect  that  /'70,ooo  should 
be  paid  for  surveys  and  indemnities.  If 
there  was  any  corrupt  bargain,  as  some  are 
assuming,  then  a  paHiamenUiry  or  judicial 
investigation  should  be  held;  but  this,  we 
are  inclined  to  think,  is  just  what  no  one 
cares  for.  Whether  the  British  minister,  or 
the  Rothschilds,  were  warranted  in  iuterler- 
jng,  is  not  a  question  lor  discussion  ;  it  is 
ralher  the  occasion  or  necessity  for  such 
interference  that  should  claim  attention.  All 
this   talk  about   diplomatic  discourtesy   is 


Thk  question  of  extending  commercia: 
relations  between  Brazil  and  the  United 
Stales  is  one  of  great  and  increasing  im- 
portance and  is  therefore  a  matter  which 
can  not  fail  to  attract  the  thoughtful  atten- 
tion of  both  countries.  It  is  not  merely  a 
question  of  present  commercial  profit  and 
advantage,  but  one  of  future  political  re- 
lationship. It  is  therefore  a  matter  of 
priiue  importance  to  both  countries  that  no 
judicious  elfort  should  be  spared  to  streng- 
then the  ties  between  them  and  to  develop 
that  better  commercial  intercourse  in  the 
present  which  will  become  the  medium  of 
the  inevilable  social  and  political  relation- 
ship ol  the  future.  It  may  be  that  this 
relationship  is  not  now  clearly  foreseen  in 
either  country,  and  it  is  certain  that  it  is 
not  the  unanimous  desire  in  Brazil  ;  but  at 
the  same  time  it  is  as  unavoidable  as  was 
the  influence  of  the  .\racrican  revolution 
on  the  destinies  of  France,  Spain  and  the 
Spanish  colonies  of  the  American  continent. 
Notwithstanding  all  this,  however,  we  can 
not  join  those  of  our  contemporaries  in  the 
United  Stales  who  are  so  bitterly  lamenting 
the  defeat  of  the  loreign  mail  subsidy  bill 
in  Congress.  Steamship  lines  can  and  will 
do  much  10  develop  commercia]  intercourse 
between  the  two  countries,  and  they  should 
therefore  be  treated  with  the  greatest  liber- 
ality; but  that  they  are  prime  requisites  and, 
as  such,  entitled  to  subsidies  from  the  public 
treasury,  we  are  not  quite  prepared  to  admit. 
There  is  on  record  one  conspicuous  illus- 
tration of  this  point— that  ol  the  heavily 
subsidized  Garrison  line.  .\s  long  as  the 
subsidy  continued  the  service  was  kept  up, 
but  the  moment  it  was  suspended  the 
steamers  stopped  running.  If  the  subsidy 
was  merely  intended  to  establish  the  service, 
to  aid  the  enterprise  while  the  trade  bclwci 
the  two  countries  was  being 
then    it   signal 


requisite.    We     have  now  been  having  a 
partially  subsidized  service,  at  times  a  little 
irregular,  for  several  years,   and  with  what 
result  >    There  has  been  a  slight  increase 
in  the  aggregate  imports  from  the  United 
States,  which  represents  manufactured  goods, 
while  the  exports  to  that  country,    which 
are  not  affected  by  rtiis  steamship  line,  have 
been  largely  increased.    The  trade  balance 
against  the  United  States  has  therefore  been 
increasing,  instead  of  diminishing.    Besides 
this,  there  has  been  a  decided  falling  off  in 
the  imports  of  flour  from  the  United  States, 
which  is  a  proof  that  Brazil  is  transferring 
her  custom  to  other  countries.     In  view  of 
these  facts,  our  American  colleagues  should 
lose  no  time  in   revising  their  opinions  on 
this    question  ot    a  subsidized  steamship 
service,  and  in  instituting  investigations  into 
other  means  of  attaining  the  desired  end. 
And  in  so  doing,  it  may  not  be  amiss  to 
find  an  answer  to  this  one  question  :  What 
useful  purpose  can  a  subsidized  steamship 
line  serve  in  the  development  of  a  foreign 
trade  which  is  in  every  other  respect  dis- 
couraged ?      Here  in  Brazil,    as  in  every 
other  loreign  country,  the  merchants  and 
manufacturers   of    the    United    States    are 
compelled  to  meet  the  open  competition  of 
all    other  countries,    and    their   chance    of 
success  is  tlirough  the  excellence  and  cheap- 
ness of  their  goods,  and  the  means  employ- 
ed  to  place  them    upon  the    market.     As 
long  as  it  costs  more  to  manufacture  goods 
in  the  United  States  than  in  Great  Britain, 
France  and  Germany,  just  so  long  will  that 
country  occupy  a  position  of  disadvantage 
in  the  consuming   markets   of  the   world. 
The    first    requisite   is,    therefore,    that    ol 
reducing  the  cost  of  manufactured  goods. 
And  then,   even   were   American   goods    as 
cheap,  the  absence  ol  American  merchants 
in  these  foreign  markets  and  the  absence  of 
American    capital    in    foreign  enterprises, 
which  often   determines   the  direction    of 
trade,  would  discriminate  against  them.    A 
second  requisite  is,  therefore,  that  ol  purely 
mercantile    enterprise.      When    these    two 
important   requisites   are   satisfied,    we    are 
inclined   to   think    that    the  supplementary 
one  of  ocean   transportation    will    find  a 
quick  and  easy  solution.

Legislative  Notes. 


September  3.—\n  tlie  Senate  Hr.  Daiitas  defended 
Sr.  Cariieiro  da  Koclia's  action  in  the  Victoria  and 
Nalividade  business,  spoke  of  government  rail- 
ways, the  delay  in  surveying  lots  for  immigrants 
ami  apparent  favoritism  relative  to  certain  pinv- 
inces,  ayainst  wliicii  he  protested.  The  minister 
of  atjricullure  in  reply  denied  any  purpose  of 
charging  evil  intentions  lo  Sr.  Carneiio  da  Rocha, 
said  llie  Victoria  matter  is  of  the  same  description 
as  llic  TripoHi  question  and  that  the  government 
had  not  yieliled  lo  diplomatic  pressure.  In  the 
Chamber,  Deputy  Salles  opposed  the  salt  tax  and  all 
new  taxes,  for  the  government  had  not  proved  that 
all  economy  had  been  exercised.  Deputy  Ferreira 
Vianna  did  nut  consider  the  position  terrifying,  but 
salutary,  for  pain  caused  efforts  fur  its  cure;  taxes 
are  the  only  means  of  correcting  the  deficit  and 
finally  lie  proposed  an  expenditure  of  80,000$  with 
harlior  and  road  iin])roveiiients  in  Santa  Cathanna. 
Deputy  Matta  Machado  put  his  question  lo  the 
minister  of  foreign  aflair.s  as  to  diplomatic  pies- 
sure  ill  the  Natividade  business.  The  minister 
denied  the  pressure,  saying  the  law  could  not  de- 
stroy a  contract,  although  the  legislature  niiglu 
refuse  funds  for  its  execution,  in  which  case 
negotiations  on  the  basis  of  the  concession  should 
have  heen  recommenced.  Rothschilds  had  tel- 
egraphed and  written  him  that  Warings  proposed 
I  to  legally  protest  against  the  government  for  breach 
I  of  ccuitract  and  that  Ihe  efTcct  ol  this  would  be 
very  disagreeable.

government   make   preliminary   surveys  lobe  paid 
hy  concessionees,    which   was  the  only  manner  to 
stop  thievery  (ladtoetras),  and  a  corps  of  engineers 
should  be  formed  to  be  paid  only  when  on  service. 
He    bitterly  attacked  the  department  of  telegraphs 
and  Cf>nsidered  the  improvement  of  the  Rio  Grande 
bar    hopeless,     f'^ffovts   lor    immigration   had  been 
futile;  the   proper   manner   of  action    was   to   put 
Indians,    net;ro   and    while   natives  to  work.     An 
attack    was    also   made   on    the   S.    Paulo  railway 
company   and    river    improvements  advocated  and 
finally    coffee   exposiliyjis  came   in  for  their  share 
of  criticism.    Senator  Marliuho  Campos  also  spoke, 
referring    lo   the   Nalividade   business,    lo   (he  D. 
Pedro    I    railway  concession  and  those  for  central 
sugar  factories.     He  .said  ihal  some  fiscal  engineers 
were   of  proved   incapacity   or  carelessness.     The 
minister   of  agriculture    replied   to   the  preceding 
speaker,  saying  that  the  D.  Pedro  I  business  is  not 
yet  decided;  as  to  central  factories  he  was  awaiting 
the  expiralion  of  periods  for  completion  to  declare 
the  concessions  lapsed.     He  liad  extended  (he  time 
granted    to  such   as    were  advanced  towards  com- 
pkiiim,  but  had  suspended    the  interest  guarantee. 
In    ihe    Chamber   Deputy   Affonso  Penna  declared 
the  necessity  for  new  taxes  was  not  proved.     Dep- 
my    Araujo   G6es   defended    provincial    interests, 
particularly  those  nf  Uahia,  and  objected  to  slopping 
work  on  the  government  railways  in  that  province. 
.SepUiiibet    4. — In    the     Senate   Sr.    Escragnolle 
Taunay  was   declared   elected   senator  from  Santa 
Catharina.     Senator    Affonso   Celso  referred  to  the  . 
minister   ol  agriculture's  opinion  that  as  there  was 
iiu   chance   of  the    Nalividade  railway  ever  paying 
4   per   cent,    nn   its   proposed   capital,    under   the 
clause    in    the  1)^73  law,  the  concession  would  fall, 
and  replied  that  while  this  clause  was  active  before 
granting    concessions,    it   was  not  so  after.     Were 
it   otherwise    all   railway   concessions  with  no  ex- 
ception,   should  have  been  cancelled  for  none  have 
met   the   requirements   ol  tlie   law  and  this  would 
have   led    lo    suits   for  losses   and  damages  to  pay 
which  the  slate  would  have  undoubtedly  been  con- 
demned.    He  said  in  ihe  present  case  legal  action 
should    have    preceded   diplomatic,    and   that   the 
Uritish  minister's  note  should  have  been  returned. 
He  inquired  whether  the  minister  would  be  receiv- 
ed  here  again,    and   was  decidedly  bellicose.     He 
explained  how  Ihe  indemnity  was  fixed  at  j^ 70,000, 
The  minister  of  agncullure   replied  to  Senator  Me- 
deiros'    speech    of    yesterday,    explaining    various 
charges    made  and  declared  his  opinion  that  under 
ceriain    conditions   he  did  nol  oppose  private  lines 
joining   the  D.    Pedro   II  railway.      The  minister 
aijreed  with  many  of  Ihe  views  of  the  Senator.     He 
tiien    made   a   short   reply   to   Sr.   Afifonso  Celso. 
Senator   Siqueira  Meiules  spoke  on  the  advantages 
of   river  communication,      Senalor    Lima   Duarle 
op])osed    the  government  views  on  immigration, 
saying   that   so    long  as  the  recent  occurrences  in 
Santa    Catharina    were   possible  immigrants  would 
not  come   here.     He  referred    to  the  catechem  o( 
Indians,  saying  that  with  some  exceptions  they  are 
enslaved   and    iirutally   treated.     The   minister  re- 
plieil.     Senalor    Avila  also   made   some  remarks. 
In  the  ChambiM- Deputy   Affonso   Celso  asked  that 
a  day  anil    hour  be   marked  for  asking  tlie  premier 
what    is  the  opinion    of  the  government  as  lo  the 
civil  siaiits  of  slaves.     The  minister  of  finance  and 
Deputy  Alvim  spoke  on  the  budgets.      The  former 
produced    figures    to  show  how  rapid  had  been  Ihe 
increase    of  cxpendiuires;  in    1870-71   these  were 
83,326.718$,    in    i884-85they  were  138.796,730$; 
he    also   defended  his  scheme  for  withdrawing  cur- 
rency, stating  lliat  either    this  or  a  reduction  of  the 
legal  par,  was  necessary.      His  idea  as  lo  lotteries 
was    for   a   gradual   reduction   in  their  number;  if 
they  were  immcdialely  suppressed  the  people  would 
speculate  in  foreign  hitleries.      Defending  the  pro- 
iiosed    duty   on  salt,  he    read  a  lable  to  show  that 
jerked   beef  was    brought  from  the  River  Plate  at 
less  freight  than  from  Rio  Grande.     The  proposed 
excise   on   alcoholic  drinks   was  also  defended  by 
figures  showing  llie  product  of  such  a  las  in  for- 
eign   counires.     The    impossibility    ot  preventing 
the  enlry  of   falsified    wines  was  touched  on;  the 
voyage   of  the   Almtrante   j5«noj(j  and  the  serious 
difficulties    met    in    m.inoeuvertng    the  ironclads. 
"My    duty,"   said  Ihe  minister,  "is  to  explain  mat- 
lers  as  I  understand  them,  so  that  if  the  position  of 
the   Treasury  does  not  improve,  as  1  have  alreidy 
.said,  next  year  we  shall  be  obliged  to  reduce  what 
al  present  does   not  seem  to  be  generally  believed 
necessary."     [A  reduction   in  the  par  of  enchaniie 
is  clearly  meant— Eds.  News.]      Deputy  PortelU 
also  spoke. 
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Septmbet  6.— In  the  Senate  Sr.  Silvcira  Martins 
made  a  forcible  reply  to  Senator  Medeiros.  Sr. 
Franco  de  Sd  was  severe  on  the  government  in 
referring  to  the  Nalividade  railway  business.  In 
the  Chamber  the  session  was  occupied  in  the  dis- 
cussion of  the  credit  asked  by  the  minister  of 
empire  for  sanitary  improvements,  Deputies  Lou- 
ren?o  de  Albuquerque,  Mattoso  Camara,  Masca- 
renhas,  Campos  and  Penido  and  the  minister  of 
empire  speaking. 

September  9.— In  the  Senate  a  very  warm  debate 
was  brought  about  by  Sr.  Ignacio  Martins,  who 
charged  the  president  of  the  province  of  Minas 
with  an  attempt  at  fraudulently  arranging  election 
returns.  The  rest  of  the  session  was  occupied  by 
Senator  Viriato  de  Medeiros  who  touched  on  the 
greatest  variety  of  subjects  connected  with  the 
department  of  agriculture.  In  the  chamber  Dep- 
uty Affonso  Celso  made  an  interesting  speech  on 
the  budget  and  Deputies  Theodoro  Machado  and 
Candido  de  Oliveira  also  spoke. 

Septembet  10.— In  the  Senate  Sr.  Dantas  made  a 
sharp  reply  to  certain  observations  of  Senator  Me- 
deiros which  he  considered  personal,  and  a  far  from 
edifying  scene  ensued.  Senators  Visconde  de 
Paranagud,  Ignacio  Martins  and  Taunay  spoke  on 
the  department  of  agriculture  budget,  the  latter 
criticising  the  immigratinn  attempts  in  S.  Paulo, 
where  serfs  not  citizens  are  sought  for.  In  the 
Chamber,  after  the  minister  of  empire  had  defended 
his  credit  for  sanilar)'  reforms,  Deputy  Pereira  da 
Silva  spoke  on  the  financial  position,  touching  on 
protection,  currency,  etc. 

Septmbet  //.—In  the  Senate  there  was  no 
quorum,  and  in  the  Chamber  the  session  was  of  no 
general  interest. 


— Upon  Sr,  Taunay  taking  his  seat  in  the  Senate 
flowers  were  cast  upon  him  from  the  galleries. 
This  is  perhaps  as  great  a  novelty,  as  Senator 
Viriato  de  Medeiros  asking  for  information  as  in 
whether  a  certain  law  had  been  nullified.  A 
legislator  who  is  not  acquainted  with  the  law,  and 
a  senator  be-flowered  are  reserved  for  Brazil. 

—A  curious  confession  as  to  how  much  pressure 
is  brought  tn  bear  on  deputies  is  shown  in  the 
Gaseta  de  A'oticias  of  the  6th,  when  our  colleague 
expresses  the  greatest  delight  that  Sr.  Taunay  has 
secured  a  lif*-interest  in  the  legislature,  for  now  he. 
may  express  independent  opinions. 

—On  the  31st  ult.  the  'I'ribunal  da  Kelagiio  gave 
a  decision  in  Favor  oF  the  Sociele  Nouveile  des 
Forges  et  Ckanliars  de  la  Mediterranee,  which  had 
brought  suit  against  the  national  treasury  for  breach 
of  contract  in  the  matter  of  the  new  ironclads  some 
two  or  three  years  ago.  The  amount  of  damages 
was  not  specified,  but  Senator  Viriato  de  Medeiros 
stated  in  the  Senate  on  the  13th  that  it  would  be 
over  2,000,000$.  The  minister  of  justice,  how- 
ever, states  that  the  government  will  "employ 
every  recourse  permitted  by  our  laws  to  the  end 
that  the  national  treasury  shall  not  be  unjustly 
condemned  lo  pay  such  an  iiidemnily,"  The 
Rela^do  sentence  will   probably  be  embargoed. 


—The  August  receipts  of  the  Pernambuco 
custom  house  were  689,073$948,  of  the  recebedoria 
38,797$885,  and  of  the  consttlado  lll,6oj$73i-    0( 

the  consuhido  receipts  8l,283$49Q  were  collected 
by  the  custom  house. 

The    Paulistas    are    looking    forward    to    an 

imperial  visit  in  October.  It  is  anticipated  that 
the  Emperor  will  go  to  the  Po?os  de  Caklas  on  the 
5th  and  6th  of  October,  after  which  he  will  make 
trips  over  all  the  railway  lines  of  the  province, 
visit  Itfi,  and  stop  several  days  in  tlie  provincial 
capital. 

—The  two  important  commercial  and  industrial 
associations  of  Pernambuco  have  petitioned  the 
cabinet  and  legislature  for  a  suspension  of  the  ex- 
port  duties  on  sugar.  In  view  of  the  low  price  of 
this  article  (75  r^'is  per  kilo)  and  the  large  produc- 
tion, the  sugar  planters  are  threatened  with  ruin. 

—By  a  sentence  of  I2lh  May  last,  the  acting 
iuiz  dedireilo  of  Cuyabii,  province  of  Matto  Grosso, 
liberated  134  slaves  on  the  ground  that  they  were 
imported  afier  the  Jaw  of  71IV  November,  1831. 
The  name  of  this  judge  is  Dr.  Antonio  Augusto 
Rodrigues  de  Moraes.  He  evidently  does  not 
accept  the  doctrine  lliat  the  Saraiva-Colegipc  am- 
nesty ol  last  year  suspends  and  supersedes  ihe 
anti-.slave  trade  act  of  1831. 

—On  the  morning  of  the  gib  inst..  it  was  dis- 
covered that  the  Pernambuco  sulMreasury  had 
been  robbed,  the  safe  having  been  opened  by 
duplicate  keys.  Tlie  room  where  the  robbery  took 
place  was  on  the  first  floor,  and  could  be  reached 
only  by  passing  ihnnigh  three  doors,  each  guarded 
by  a  sentinel.  The  am  mint  taken  was  793,000$, 
of  which  a  small  part  was  in  gold  and  silver.  Two 
officials  have  since  been  suspended.  A  telegram 
on  the  I2lh  say.s  that  it  is  noiv  believe!  that  the 
robbery  was  simulated  to  conceal  defalcrions,  and 
that  the  treasurer  has  been  arrested  by  order  of 
the  minister  of  finance. 

—The  Peniia/w/fl  at  Sao  Paulo  on  the  8th  inst., 
seems  to  have  been  anything  but  a  religious 
gathering.  The  attendance  is  estimated  at  from 
lliOoo  to  15,000,  which  is  a  very  large  crowd  for 
the  place.  There  was  a  perfect  frenzy  of  gam- 
bling, and  a  serious  conflict  with  the  police  guard 
was  occasioned  by  a  gambling  dispute.  Then,  too, 
there  was  not  a  little  pocket-picking  and  sneak- 
thieving,  and  a  great  deal  of  drunken  disorder. 
At  niglit,  in  a  rush  for  a  train  for  the  city,  an 
English  woman,  nnmed  Maria  Dillon,  was  crowded 
under  the  wheels  and  had  her  head  crushed. 
Death  was  instantaneous.  All  things  considered, 
the  Peniia/cj/rt  this  year  was  an  event  oi  which 
little  that  is  creditable  can  be  said.  If  better  order 
can  not  Iw  preserved,  and  belter  amusements 
furnished  than  gambling,  it  might  be  advisable  to 
abolish  Ihe  observance  lienceforlh. 


Provincial  ^otes 


—Tlie  Juiz  de  F6ra  regional  exposition  was 
formally  opened  on  the  I2th  inst. 

—There  were  261  deaths  in  Parfi  in  July,  of 
which  51  were  from  heri-bert,  and  4  from  yellow 
fever. 

—The  August  receipts  of  the  Santos  custom 
house  amounted  to  8l8,l8o$ol2,  and  those  of  the 
meza  dt  rendas  to  I36,4I9$925. 

—It  IS  expected  that  the  cotton  crop  in  Alagoas 
this  year  will  be  good,  as  the  plantations  present  a 
better  appearance  than  for  several  years  past. 

—The  August  receipts  of  the  Bahia  custom 
house  were  :  general  773i055$339,  and  provincial 
73,598$732.  The  receipts  of  i)\t  recebedoria  gerat 
were  28,l62$392. 

— The  central  usine  at  Rio  Branco,  Minas 
Geraes,  has  recently  shipped  150,000  kilogrammes 
of  white  crystallized  sugar  to  this  market,  the  first 
large  shipment  from  that  province. 

—According  to  the  monthly  report  of  Mr,  Albert 
Lofgren,  of  Sao  Paulo,  the  average  temperature  at 
that  place  in  August  w.as  56  i^°  Fahr.  The  rainfall 
lor  the  month  amounted  to  109.8  millimetres. 

—The  August  receipts  of  the  Sao  Paulo  postuffice 
amounted  to  9,9095160  for  city,  and  25,o73$88o 
for  the  rest  of  the  province,  against  8,857$7'o  and 
23,iio$420,  respectively,  in  the  same  month  of 
last  year. 

— The  Italian  bark  Luigia  V,  from  Cadiz  to 
Buenos  Aires  with  a  cargo  of  salt,  was  run  ashore 
on  the  island  of  Fernando,  one  of  the  Fernando 
de  Noronha  group,  on  the  I4lh  ult.  The  vessel 
had  sprung  a  leak. 

— A  colony  was  recently  founded  about  15  kilo- 
metres from  Curityba,  Parang,  under  the  name  of 
"Nucleo  Antonio  Prado."  The  lands  comprise 
4,149.506  square  metres,  which  are  divided  into 
54  lots,  with  a  .site  reserved  for  a  school  house 
and  teacher's  residence.  This  gives  about  15,000 
square  ^rfffrt J  to  each  lot,  or  very  nearly  18  acres. 
The  cost  of  the  land  was  12  reis  per  square  bra^a, 
or  lo$033  per  acre.  "Ihe  colony  now  contains  40 
families,  of  181  persons.

-The  Dous  Corregos  section  of  the  Jahii  branch 
of  the  S.  Carlos  do  Pinbal  railway,  Sao  Paulo,  was 
formally  opened  to  traffic  on  the  7th. 

—The  July  receipts  of  the  Paulisia  line  amounted 
to  I72,704$i90,  and  the  expenditures  to  91,. 
301J61D,  leaving  a  surplus  of  8i,402$58o, 

—The  average  passenger  on  the  Dom  Pedro  11 
railway  is  estimated  to  weigh  70  kilogrammes,  or 
541  pounds.  This  is  certainly  an  extraordinary 
estimate! 

— The  fiscal  engineer  has  given  his  approval  to 
the  plans  and  estimates  of  the  Siio  Paulo  railway 
for  a  passenner  station  at  Jundiahy.  The  cost  is 
estimated  at  83,199^540,  which  is  to  be  carried  lo 
account  of  working  expenses  . 


—The  July  traffic  receii'ts  of  the  Xatai  antl  Nova 
Cruz  railway  were  2,489$770,  and  expenses  14, 
593$' 77;  deficit  12,  i03$4oo. 

—The  tramway  lines  of  the  city  of  ISuenos  Aire 
carried  15,500,000  passengers  during  the  first  si 
months  oi  the  current  year  —  at  least,  so  says  the 
Buenos  .Aires  HerM. 

— The  June  receipts  of  Ihe  Siio  I'aulo  railway 
amounted  to  33l,7lS$S30,  and  the  espendilures  lo 
i69,038$650,  leaving  a  balance  of  i62,679$88o,  In 
addiiion  lo  ilie  expenditure  reported,  llie  company 
incurred  eventual  expenses  to  the  amount  of  55,-

-^The  Correlo  Panlisiano  says  litat  llie  works  on 
the  Pirassunungr.  biaiich  of  tlie  Paulisia  railway 
are  nearly  completed  as  far  as  a  place  called  Ca- 
choeira.

— An  exchange  publishes  the  follawiiig:— Berlin 
papers  copy  from  the  C er mania  X\\t.  account  of  an 
important  discovery  in  glass  manufacture  made  by 
Friedrich  Siemens,  of  Dresden  [using  glass  for 
rails].  He  has  succeeded  in  casting  glass  in  the 
same  way  as  melal  is  cast,  and  obtained  an  article 
corresponding  to  cast  metal.  This  cast  glass  is 
hard,  not  dearer  in  produciion  llian  est  iron,  but 
has  the  advantage  of  transparency,  so  ihat  all  flaws 
can  be  <ielecled  before  it  is  applied  to  jiractical  use. 
It  will  be  inucli  less  exposed  lo  injmy  from  almos- 
pheric  influences  than  iron.  Tiie  piocess  of

the  material  could  be  employed  for  rails  on  railways.

—On  the  7lh  the  641!!  anniversary  of  ibe  in- 
dependence of  the  Empire  was  duly  celebrated. 
The  Niincio  addressed  the  Emperor  as  doyen  of 
the  diplomatic  corps. 

— A  domestic  quarrel  has  occurred  aiient  the  Em- 
peror's remark  to  the  aldermen.  One  of  us  insists 
that  Ndo  titnoye^am  means  "Don't  let  up,"  while 
another  says  that  it  signifies  "Stand  on  your  hand."

—The  minister  of  agriculture  has  declared  lapsed 
all  the  unfulfilled  concessions  for  central  usines 
granted  to  the  Norlh  Brazilian  Sugar  Factories, 
the  Central  Sugar  Factories  of  Brazil  and  the  Bahia 
Central  Sugar  Factories  companies. 

— What's  the  matler  at  the  postollicc?  The 
French  mails  were  received  on  the  evening  oi  the 
Sth,  but  were  not  dislriiiuted  until  noon  of  the 
following  day!  If  the  poslal  employ^*  keep  on, 
they  will  soon  want  a  whole  week  to  handle  a  bag 
of  mail.  Even  now  they  want  24  hours  m  advise 
a  i>erson  that  as  horl-paid  letter  is  awaiting  his 
orders.

The  amusini;  part  of  ihe  matter  is  tliai 
Gamier  expecis  Rochefort  to  h'>lil  binisell  at  his 
disposition  until  his  relurii,  uliich  may  be  over 
a  year  hence.  Tliere  is  l)econiint;  a  tremendous 
necessity  for  Ihe  "fool  killer"  in  some  paris  of  this 
litUe  world  ! 

— We  omitted  to  nole  in  our  last  i^Mie  the  dealli 
of  the  C'onde  de  Mesquita,  known  as  one  of  the 
richest  men  in  this  cily.  lie  was  a  natural  son  of 
the  Coiide  de  Bomflni,  whose  wealth  he  inherited.

As  lo  inspection 
and  reliability,  Ihe  I'rince  is— 1-.  say  :lie  lea'l— 
mure  palrmlic  llian  crrecl.  Senalor  Viiialoile 
.Medeiros'  speech  of  the  3rd  inst.  will  give  liim 
useful  informaiion  on  ibis  subjecl. 


—The  British  gunboat  Frolic  left  for  Montevidiji) 
on  the  Sth  inst.

— The  H;ir.io  dc  Capanemn  hns  concluded  a  tele- 
giapiiic  convemion  with  Urufjuay  and  the  Argeii- 
line  Republic,  by  wliich  the  service  between  all 
points  in  the  two  countries  is  direct,  thus  dispens- 
ing wiih  the  break  in  the  transmission  of  messages 
al  ihe  rronlii;r. 

—We  are  iiifomie  1  that  Bishop  Grnnbcry  will 
prtach  at  the  Melhodist  Cliurch  on  Friday  evening 
iienl,  al  7130  o'clock,  and  on  Sunday  the  19th  at 
l[;3oa.m.  As  Hishop  Cianbery  reiiinis  to  the 
United  Slates  in  the  next  American  steamer,  these 
will  be  his  last  sermons  in  Brazil. 

— Tlie  inauguraiioii  services  oi  the  new  church 
edifice  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  mission  In  ihis 
city,  took  place  uii  the  5th  insl.,  Bishop  Graiibery 
ofhcialing  at  the  English  service  at  midday.  There 
were  I'oituguese  services  in  the  morning  and  cven- 
iiit;.  The  new  church  building  is  not  large,  bui  it 
is  iiiconleslibly  the  best  appearing  and  best  built 
cliurch  111  cily.  The  society  is  somewhat  in  debt 
for  the  building,  and  it  is  not  lo  lie  formally 
dedicated  until  this  debt  is  extinguished. 

— It  IS  inleresting  lo  note  that  ihe  charge  made 
by  Senator  \'iriaio  de  Medeiros  fni  ihe  3rd  ihat  a

He  made  a  very  sad  exposure  of  himsell  a 
few  years  ago  by  perinilling  a  home-made  inscrip- 
lion  lo  l)e  palmed  off  upon  him  and  then  wriling 
ft  learned  arlitle  upon  11.  Since  then  he  has  re- 
peatedly come  to  the  Iront  with  explanations,  but 
somehow  the  joke  will  mil  be  laid.  If  the  Dr.

There  were  repeated  denuncia- 
tions of  the  indemnity  wliich  the  government 
agreed  to  pay  Messis.  Waring  Brothers,  protests 
agaiu'l  the  credit  now  asked,  and  vigorous  remon- 
sliances  againsl  the  action  i)f  the  British  govern- 
ment in  llie  niatlei;  but,  strangely  as  it  may  appear, 
tlicre  was  noi  one  voice  raiseil  again-il  the  breach 
of  coiili;ict  with  the  railway  contractors,  nor  one 
voice  in  favor  iii  ihe  hiinest  observance  of  all  official 
contracts  with  private  indivuluals.  And  yet,  these

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— The  judge  before  whom  the  investigation  is

If  it  were  possible  to  carry 
such  an  enterprise  into  siiccessul  operation,  it 
would  create  a  company  so  powerful  mid  rich  that 
it  would  be  dangerous  to  the  state  and  oppressive 
to  the  immigrant.
